The first rote I ever 
cart was In Nnw York, under a law thatreqnir- 
ed a ri«*iile,nce of one year tn tbe State, six 
months in the County, and thirty day* in tbe 
Town where th« elector offered hi* vote. That 
system worked well then, and I have no doubt 
in adhered to yet. In Illinois, and under our 
own Territorial Government, the rule wa« a lit- 
tle more loo*e, requiring a residence of six 
month* in the State, and giving tbe elector th« 
right to vote in the County, District, or Terri- 
ory wherever he might be, on the day of elec- 
;ion—any where in the Territory for Delegate 
n Congre**, and any where in the Diitrict for 
Awemblymim or member* of tbe Council. 
In 


the formation of the State government, that 
system wa* deemed utwafe, and I think It 
would be unsafe now. I am opposed to going 
back. 1 prefer to progrew rather than to ret- 
rograde. 


The gentleman'* argument ha* much in it to 


convince the member* of thi» Committee, that 
•ertion ftye, and leveral other tection* of his 
>lll. ahoold be .truck out, and I doubt aot when 
he mneta hi* own argument in print, he will 
see much in it to convince himielf even, that 
lit doctrine i* dangerou* and nnufe.
